Dear Sir :—Last year I wrote you a very favorable report in regard to the Iowa Gold Mine seed 
corn which I purecbased from you. [ bought my seed of you again this year, and planted it upon 
the same piece of ground. The results have ex -eeded those of last year. I got a greater stand of 
corn and a m ich larger yleld per acre. I was unable to get the entire piece of 25 acres into my two 
silos, although I got it allin a year ago. I had about three acres left that I did not cut, but allowed 
it to mature. We husked from this small piece (3 acres) about 400 bushels of nicely matured and 
eared corn.
